How the Pine Tree tell* its own Story 
that there arc rare exceptions to these rule*). 
Of these the Pines always seem to me more 
In September, 1902.

The third year the baby pine had a very hard time. and nearly died. 
Maybe it was ti dry summer, so the little tree grew only 2Vx inches high r 
while the ring of wood ii added was no thicker than a sheet of paper. 
Next 
year, the fourth, it did better. 
And the next was about its best year, for 
it grew 7 1.* inches higher, and. put on a fin*' let ring of wood, uh you see. 
On its ob -rnth year, it had some new troubles; either thi sea-on was 
dry. or tho trees about too shady, 
or maybe disease, attacked it.
